The card dealer was taken into 
custody after Isadore Laschbin, Brem- 
erfon tailor. read of the killings. 
Laschbin said Murphy brought the 
suit to him last Friday—the day aft- 
er the slaughter apparently occurred 
— with the explanation he had suf- 
fered a hemorrhage. 

Jack Flieder, brother of Frank

A decision of the Turkish cabinet 
to hand him over was communicated 
tonight to the governor-general of 
Istanbul, who will inform the former 
Chicago financier.

Insull’s last request of the authori- 
ties was for permission to send tele- 
grams.

East’s opening lead was a low dia- 
mond, which was won by North, who 
immediately led a small club. West 
won this trick and returned the suit, 
East being allowed to win the second 
round. East returned still another 
club, and now North had three club 
tricks set up, but before cashing them 
he led out one of his diamond equals. 
East won this trick with the ace and 
led another diamond. North won, and 
now laid down the two good clubs. 


On the ninth trick North failed to 
collect on the very bad defense put 
up by East and West. West at this 
point held the ace, knave and a small 
spade, and the queen and one small 
heart. North took the ninth trick 
with the king of hearts and _ then 
played his last diamond, and, of 
course, had to lose two spades, being 
set one trick. Had north played the 
diamond before the king of hearts, 
West would have been squeezed. Had 
he discarded a heart, the dummy 
could have overtaken the heart king 
with the ace and played the 10 of 
spades, and, irrespective of what 
West did, North would have made two 
spade tricks.

AN ANCHOR TO WINDWARD. 


The part-time pursuit of agricul- 
ture by industrial workers as a safe- 
guard against the distressing effect 
of unemployment is discussed by 


the Bankers’ Trust \Company, of 
New York, in an article in the serv- 
ice bulletin of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company. 

This financial leader designates 
the cultivation by industrial work- 
ers of small farms, not too far dis- 
tant from their jobs, as “an an- 
chor to windward.” 

Mr. Shibley writes of the dis- 
tress he observed when in 1931 
he visited a mill which had cut off 
3,000 of its 3,700 workers. The 
unemployed families were still liv- 
ing in company houses, but were 
sorely in need of food. 

Then the company leased a large 
farm not far from the mill commu- 
nity, had it plowed and fertilized, 
and extended to every employe the

riers. dealers or agents. Receipts given for right to work the land under the 


direction of a skilled farmer, each 
being given credit for the hours he 
spent on the farm. In the autumn 
the crops were distributed among 
the employes on the basis of the 
hours they had worked. 


To care for surplus vegetables 
the company built a small canning 
factory in which the employes of 
the mill not able to work on the 
farm were given work. The re- 
sult, Mr. Shibley writes, was that 
“there were no hungry people in 
the village during the winter which 
followed.” 


During the first year of the de- 
pression the families of thousands 
of unemployed mine and steel work- 
ers in Alabama suffered acutely 
from food shortage. The next sum- 
mer community gardens were es- 
tablished and the worst phase of 
the depression’s effects was coun- 
teracted for these communities. 


Arguing the necessity of decen- 
tralization, Mr. Shibley holds that 
‘industrial centralization may be all 
very well when times are good, but 
it is a horror when the job is lost.” 
He points out that— 

In hard times, food becomes the 
primary essential of people who have 
no reserve stores of either food or 
money. This is not true of those 
who live on farms or have a little 
place in the country with a cow, a 
flock of chickens, a few pigs, 30 bush- 
els of potatoes in the cellar bin, and 
other such natural food sources. 
Decentralization, since the advent 
of the automobile, has assumed an 
appearance of action, but has accom- 
plisled very little. 
been active, however, happiness has 
been its companion. 
Such decentralization should be 
an accompaniment of nation-wide 
back-to-the-farm movement, con- 
ducted on a live-at-home basis with 
strict care being exercised not to 
increase the surplus of money 
crops.

Andre Malreaux, who won the Prix 
Concourt last year in Paris with his 
masterful “La Condition Hu- 
maine,” which deals with the Chinese 
revolution, is the discoverer of heaps 
sand in the Arabian hinterland 


in the world. He took 
a trip to China some years ago and 
witnessed the most dramatic incidents 
in the revolution in that country. I 
referred to his o vations on an 
earlier date in this column. 

In one city where the revolution 
had triumphed, the young ladies de- 
cided to abandon the old-fashioned 
Chinese hairdress and with one com- 
mon accord they had their locks cut 
off. Three days thereafter, when 
Malreaux arrived in that particular 
city, enemy forces recaptured it. The 
reactionary general, who was in 
charge of the counter-revolutionary 
army, took his revenge upon the mod- 
ernizing young women in the follow- 
ing manner: He invited them to a 
big feast outside the city walls. Then 
lined them up in the shape of a huge 
letter symbolical of the Chinese word 
happiness and then turned his ma- 
chine-guns loose on them. Thirteen 
thousand girls perished in 20 min- 
utes’ time. Those who hadn’t been 
killed by machine gun fire, were dis- 
patehed by the officers, who waded 
through the piles of corpses firing 
their revolvers into the frail heads. 

Malreaux saw all that and writes 
of it with surpassing vividness in his 
book. This time he has stumbled 
upon a happier theme. On his first 
flight across Arabia, he found the 
city of Sheba. Of course the city 
still lies under the sands, for the most 
part, but it is almost certain that the 
finds to be made there, when the dig- 
gers get busy, will rival the discov- 
eries in King Tut-ank-Amen’s tomb 
a few years ago. Imagine the luck. 
The greatest explorers of the ages 
have passed over that section of Ara- 
bia. They spent all their lives there, 
Doughty, for instance, and St. John 
Philby, and to a lesser extent the 
famous Colonel Lawrence, of the 
Arabs. And here comes this French- 
man and captures the prize on his 
first trip. 

Malreaux is not a newspaperman. 
He is an official in the department 
of transport or trade, I-do not know 
which, in Paris. But such is the sa- 
gacity of the French government that 
it employs creative young writers, 
such as PPaul Morand, Andre Spire 
and Malreaux, in an official capacity, 
giving them a salary so that they 
may devote themselves to letters and 
travel. The positions are purely 
nominal. Malreaux certainly does not

The best business 
which these towns pick

It is 
futile to come back and denounce the 
cop as perjurer for that is one of 
his qualifications for his job and the 
majority of the victims therefore save 
their time.

FORMAL ARREST BY U. 8. 
MAY BE DELAYED 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—@M— 
Samuel Insull may not be brought 
back to the United States for trial 
for 10 days or two weeks despite the 
fact that a Turkish court today hand- 
ed down a decision to turn the 74- 
year-old alleged embezzler over to 
American authorities. 


No Washington official available 
could state definitely that a duly au- 
thorized American police official was 
in Istanbul, or anywhere near by, to 
make the formal arrest. 


American diplomatic and consular 
officials are not authorized to make 
arrests in Turkey and Insull, before 
he can be returned to Chicago, must 
be formally arrested by an authorized 
American police official. So the ques- 
tion of when Insull will be handed 
over to American officials depends on 
how quickly an accredited police offi- 
cer can reach Istanbul. 


By the favorable decision of the 
court Insull can be detained by the 
Istanbul police on the request of Rob- 
ert P. Skinner, the American ambas- 
sador to Ankara, and officials here 
understand Skinner already has made 
that request. 

Unless an authorized police official 
is en route to Istanbul, or is in some 
near-by European capital, it will be 
necessary for the department of jus- 
tice or the state of IIlinois to send a 
police officer to Turkey to make the 
arrest. 

Justice department representatives 
were on hand in Athens during the 
American government’s long and un- 
successful attempt to obtain Insull’s 
extradition from Greece, but it is be- 
lived they returned to the United 
States several weeks ago.

Republicans See Plenty of 
Fall Ammunition in Wirt 
Charges of Red Revolu- 
tion Planned by Brain 
Trusters in Capital. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—From 
unexpected quarters sometimes come 
issues of controversies that seem rela- 
tively unimportant at first, but sud- 
denly they bulk large and give to 
some fundamental question an un- 
dreamed of impetus. 

Such is the ease of Dr. Wirt, su- 
perintendent of schools of Gary, Ind., 
who has the house of representatives 
aflutter about the possibilities of a 
cOmprehdensive investigation of the 
“brain trust” and what it thinks and 
does and says about Roosevelt poli- 
cies. 

The episode started out innocently 
enough with a declaration of some al- 
leged “brain truster” that Mr. Roose- 
velt was just the intermediate step 
between the old deal and a real revo- 
lution. Whether Dr. Wirt garbled 
what he heard or whether the man 
who said it to him was not really an 
important influence in the Roosevelt 
administration, the fact remains that 
the republican members of congress 


have been quick to see a means of 
raising a vital campaign issue to the 
level of sensational interest.

For whether the democratic admin- 
istration takes seriously or lightly 
the effusions of “brain trust” mem- 
ders, who no doubt use the word 
“revolution” rather carelessly any- 
how, the opportunities for exploita- 
tion of the whole issue on the stump 
next autumn would seem to be rather 
extensive, judging by the eagerness 
of the republicans to press for an 
investigation and the reluctance of 
the democratic leadership to grant it. 

It probably wouldn’t take but a 
few hours to clear up what Dr. Wirt 
actually heard or what was written 
to him. But what the republicans no 
doubt want—and they are borrowing a 
leaf from the democratic book of ex- 
perience while on the minority side 
—is to argue about the whole subject 
of revolution and the constitution and 
communism and fascism. 

It would not be difficult to find 
in the writings, both in books and 
magazines, by various members of the 
Roosevelt administration and their 
advisers, frequent reference to “revo- 
lution.” This is an academic term 
at its best. Anything extraordinary 
is likely to be called “revolutionary” 
by some commentators. The words 
„peaceful revolution” are often used 
by Donald Richberg, general counsel 
of the NRA, to describe what he 
thinks has happened in the last year.

Other observers say the 1932 elec- 
tion was a “revolution,” but still 
others contend that if it was it mere- 
ly was an overthrow of the Hoover 
regime and not a license to introduce 
nnheard of principles in legislation 
or to further unbalance the budget 
by four or five billions of dollars: 


So it will be seen that if the Dr. 
Wirt inquiry is to resolve itself into 
study by a house committee on the 
subject of “revolution” and wherein 
the constitution is supposed to have 
been violated or ignored, there will 
be plenty of things to talk about. 


The house leadership has better 
control over inquiries than does the 
senate. Hence it is possible to limit 
the committee to a few simple ques- 
tions directed at Dr. Wirt, after 
which a brief re can be filed dis- 
missing the incident. But the senate 
— not be satisfied with this, espe- 
cially if various members of the house 
ask for an opportunity to testify and 
add their beliefs on the subject of 
whether a “revolution” is in progress 
—a subject that lends itself to con- 
gressional imaginations in a political 
year of all times. 


The republicans are of the opinion 
that a concrete piece of evidence that 
a group exists which does not wish 
to preserve the American form of 
government will provoke more inter- 
est on the stump than dozens of long 
dissertations on what the constitu- 
tion means, . 

Spread Eagle Oratory. 

There can be no doubt that, speak- 
ing quite broadly, there are members 
of the “brain trust” who. feel that 
the constitution ought to be amended 
or at least made more elastic so as to 
permit of the socialization of indus- 
try by the government. There are 
others who unquestionably feel that 
Russia has done some things Ameri- 
ca ought to do. It is a question how 
far the American people are ready 
to accept suggestions of the kind 
which members of the “brain trust“ 
bandy about in their discourses on 
forms of government and “peaceful 
revolutions.” 


The politically minded hereabouts 
think it might be worth while trying 
it out on the electorate next autumn. 
It’s the kind of issue that permits

The name of William Dampier is 

not so well known as some of the 

other old-time sea rovers; but he de- 

serves a place in history. He sailed 

“around the world” and visited Aus- 
tralin long before Captain Cook. 
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William Dampier. 
It was about 250 years ago that 
Dampier had his first view of Aus- 


tralia, which was known then 4s 
“New Holland.” It did not con- 
tain a colony, but Dutch sailors 
had visited its coast. 

In writing of the island conti- 
nent, Dampier called it “a very large 
tract of land.“ and said that it was 
not joined to Africa, Asia or Amer- 


He called the natives of the coun- 
try “the most miserable in the world, 
‘and added: 8 

“They have no houses, but lie in 
open air without any covering. The 
earth is their bed. Their food is a 
small sort of fish. which they catch 
at low tide. They are tall and thin: 
their hair is black, short and curled 


- Dampier was speaking of natives | 


he saw in northeastern Australia. 
Later it was learned that natives 
in other parts obtained their food by 
tracking and hunting animals. They 
brought down game with a curved 
stick known as the boomerang; and 
to this day the boomerang is in use 
ameng them. Their skin is dark 
brown, almost black, but they are not 


Dampier tells how he and his 
comrades tried to get some of the 
natives to carry barrels of water 
aboard the ship. 

“We thought to make these men 
carry it for us,” he relates, “and 
gave them some clothes—an old pair 
of breeches, a ragged shirt, a jacket 
that was hardly worth owning. n 
we put a barrel on each of their 
shoulders: but they stood like stat- 
nes. without motion, and grinned like 
so many monkeys, staring one upon 
another. So we were forced to carry 
the water ourselves.” 2 

At an earlier time in his life, 
Dampier had served as a sailor on 
a pirate ship. One day, while cruis- 
ing the Indian ocean, he was left 
on the, shore of one of the Nicobar 
islands, along with two other Eng- 
lishmen.

The Page family had used many 
Easter eggs. They had formed the 
centerpiece for dinner. Many of them 


had been hidden on Easter Eve for 
Joan and Peter to find. 

As usual, Nancy was confronted 
with ways of using hard-cooked eggs. 
She was thinking of making a dish 
of Oakhill potatoes which calls for 
alternate slices of hard-cooked egg 
and cooked white potatoes covered 
with cream sauce, topped with but- 
tered crumbs and baked until the mix- 
ture was bubbling. Mentally she list- 
ed creamed eggs, creamed eggs and 
peas, egg salad, and golden rod eggs. 


She planned to devil a few. It was 
while she was working with these she 
wondered whether she could not invent 
a new dish. And she did. She called 
it “eggs chaud froid,” which means 
that the eggs had been hot and were 
served cold. 

She took the hard-cooked eggs and 
sliced off a small piece at bottom and 
deeper piece at the top, then she re- 
move the egg yolk and mashed it and 
added Smithfield deviled ham, mayon- 
naise and seasoning. She refilled the 
egg whites. 

Then she took one teaspoon gela- 
tin, hydrated or softened it in one 
tablespoon water. She held this over 
a flame to dissolve: the gelatin and 
then added this to one-half cup may- 
onnaise. Before the mayonnaise was 
stiffened by the gelatin but when it 
had begun to congeal she spooned 
some on top of each egg which had 
meanwhile been well chilled. The cold 
egg stiffened the gelatin as it ran 
down the sides, so that she had egzs 
with a mayonuaise topping extending 
irregularly and careless-like down the 
sides. These eggs were delicious with 
French friend potatoes.

tomobile industry. This was followed 
by announcement by principal steel 
companies, and some other industrial 


| concerns, of 10 per cent increases in 


wage rates, 

The automobile industry had in- 
creased hourly wage rates 10 per cent 
in the previous week, at the same 
time shortening working hours by a 
like amount, but the steel industry is 
boosting wages without cutting hours. 
The spreading of the movement to 
increase the compensation of labor 
was viewed hopefully by merchandise 
distribution lines and producers of 
consumers’ goods. It has added a new 
element of uncertainty over costs. 


pectation of price increases, although 
production continued little changed 
just under 50 per cent of capacity. 
Retail trade has experienced a pre- 
Easter shopping season widely de- 
scribed as the best in four years. 
Wholesalers are running into a pe- 
ridd of seasonal lull, but retailers are 
hopeful of a continuance of expanded 
volumes - of spring merchandise as 
warm weather arrives. Seasonal lines 
have been moving in large volume. 
Dun & Bradstreet says reports re- 
ceived during the past week indicate 
a volume of retail trade some 70 per 
cent above the’extremely low levels 
of a year earlier, 20 per cent above 
the level of two years ago, and only 
a little under 1931. The movement 
of distinctly pre-Easter merchandise 
has in many instances exceeded 1931, 
however. The Dun & Bradstreet sur- 
vey says “more wardrobes have been 
replenished this spring than was the 
case even back in the halycon days 
of 1929.” 
The weekly report of the movement 
of freight on Class 1 railroads shows 
some recession from the previous 
week, chiefly in the movement of coal 
and grain, which tended to lower 
some of the seasonally adjusted week- 
ly index figures of business activity, 
but electric power consumption con- 
tinued to expand, despite the lengthen- 
ing of daylight. The Edison Electric 
Institute’s weekly report showed a 
small contra-seasonal gain. 
The week's reports mentioned fur- 
ther expansion of automobile sales, 
although Gram said the week’s pro- 
duction declined a little, reflecting 
temporary assembly line difficulties 
and body shortages affecting two of the 
largest volume producers. First quar- 
ter production is estimated at 750,000 
units, the largest since 1930. 
Business has now entered the spring 
quarter with high hopes of expanding 
present volumes, or at least maintain- 
ing them, until summer. The seasonal 
peak of industrial production is usual- 
ly reached in late March or in April, 
but with the many unusual influences 
at this time, business analysts point 
out that seasonal patterns may not 
be followed closely.

DECIDED UPSWING 


Increased Activity Due in 
Part to Long Delay in 
Congressional Action on 
Bankhead Bill. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 1.—(/)— 
The cotton market during the past 
week was somewhat more active than 
in the two weeks immediately preced- 
ing. 

This increase in activity was due in 
a large measure to long liquidation 
owing to discouraging delays in the 
passage of the Bankhead bill, fears of 
the effects on all trading markets of 
the possible enactment of the Fletcher 
bill for the control of stock trading, 
and the customary evening up of com- 
mitments in advance of the long East- 


er holidays. 

Price fluctuations were frequent, but 
the extreme spread was not very wide 
hardly exceeding 40 points. While the 
trend was downward in the first por- 
tion of the week, values improved after 
the senate passed the cotton control 
bill and the impression was created 
that the overturning of the president's 
economy policy by congress pointed 
to a new era of inflation. As a result 
the late recovery in prices the week 
closed showing a small net loss for the 
period of 2 to 3 points. 

The trading week was a short one, 
as the two leading American markets 
were closed on Friday and Saturday, 
and the Liverpool market will remain 
closed until Tuesday next. 

Exports were decidedly more mod- 
erate during the past week and com- 
pared unfavorably with the correspond- 
ing week last year. Nevertheless the 
total foreign shipments for the sea- 
son compare favorably with last sea- 
son. being now only 37,000 bales 
behind.
